IMPORTANT OPIUM CASE. 


At the Magistra esterday, before Hon. 
Wodehouse, Mr, G. C.C. Master, Acting Crown 
Solicltor, ‘charged tho Oplums Farmer: onder 
Section 6 of Ordinance 22 of 1891, and Section 
11 pf Ordinance 22 of 1887. This case arose from 
the declaion of the appeal Court which held that 
the meo previously convicted by the Maglsirate 
were not the guilty parties, hence the issue of this 
case against the Farmer for removing four chests 
of oplum during probiblied hoors, Mr. Dennys 
‘appeared for the Farmer, : 


. The selzuré of the oplum on the boat and the 
permits preduce? {n Court were sworn to by a 
European and a Chinese constable, 

Mr.G. CC, Master:—May ft please Your 
Worshtp—Your Worship, will understand’ that 
8 aymmons hasbeen issucd against the Oplam 
Farmer in consequence ofthe Fall Court having 
held that the boatman and the coolls previously 
proceeded agalnst were not, tha parties moving 
the four chests of oplum within the meaning of 
the Ordinance. I think with your Worship's 
psrmisiion we may considerably shorten the 
procecding: by my referring to the two letters 
which have passed between Mi, Dennys and 
myselfas to whatcan be accepted as facts.
